His Majesty was born on Nov. 9th, 
1841, and thus brings to confront; vhe 
difficulties and responsibilities of his 
position tthe mature judgment and 
steady temperament of a’ man verging 
on three score. During the later years 
of Her late Majesty’s reign too, cir- 
wumstances relegated to the Prince 
many of the social and civil functions 
of the crown which experience must 
prove ‘most valuable to him in the days 
ta come., 

While loyalty to Britain’s sovereign 
is less an expression of His personal 
popularity than of the value sei{ upon 
the throne as the kevstbne of our sys- 
tem of government ani on its occupant 
as Chief executive of the nation, it is 
still possible for a sovereign to amg- 
ment this national yatriotism by af- 

fection for himself. In this course the 
fnew King has every opportunity and 
every Trospect of succeeding not lesg 
than iid hie lamented mother, His 
accession speech embodies all that the 
nation could wish iv the expression of 
his inteutidns an should it prove the 
working text of his reign the position 
tvhich he now occupies shall pass to 
his successor even more firmly

BLAIR AND THE RAILWAY. 

Torontc World; Montreal, Jan. 14; 
Here is Hon, A. G. Blair’s position dn 
the railway question, 

“As a member of the railway com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, be- 
fore which such an application for a 
charter would have to come, it would 
be imipossible for me to express an 
Gpinion as to what course I would pur- 
sue with respect to any particular bill 
wntil I heard all the particulars, pro 
and, con, that would be urged for and 
against the application. Speaking 
generally, however, I stand to-day ex- 
actly where 1 stood when the Keitle 
River Valley Railway bill was under 
discussion. The same district was to 
be served by a reilway south ta the 
boundary, and I supported it both! in 
the House and in committee.

CHEAPER TRAVEL IN THE STATES. 

Through rates from the wir Cities 
ta the Pacific coast have been cut, 
fallowing the reduction of one cent 
per mile in Montana and Washington.

“Il am hocated about 20 mies from 
here on the Porcupine - river. We 
started last fall io go about 150 miles 
up the river to the mouniains, but were 
frozen in where we now are, so we 
are trapping for the winter, and next 
summer we shall go on wy the river 
and prospect. I am at the fort now 
getting sheet iron to make stoves. The 
weather here is very cold just now. 
It has been from 51 to 65 below for the 
last week, 

I have not had any good vegetables 
for over three vears. Of course in 
the summer we get a few potatoes, but 
they are shipped in from Frisco orf 
Seattle and by the Uime they reach here 
you can *‘magine what they are like.

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The white cedar is one 6f the most 
peculiar in regard to its limits, The 
reason whiy it does not extend further 
west than the eastern part of Mani- 
toba may be dwing to the drynesq of 
the climate, There is, however, a 
Patch on the west side of Lake Win- 
nipeg, near Grand Rapids, which was 
probably started ly seed carried 
by the Indians. They are fond of lin- 


ing their canoas with the flat bran- 
ches of the cedar and seeds may have 
been carried in this way from{ ihe 
eastern sie of the lake. Isolated col- 
oules Of their species aa probably 
due io the favt that a footing’ fias 
been gained here and there in ad- 


vance of the main body. The white 
cedar is ai its perfection in Gaspe and 
New Brunswick, occurs but litiie in 
Nova Scotia, while there is noue if 
Cap: Breton or Newfoundland, yet 
the present cenditions are as ‘favor- 
able in’ the latter as im the former re- 
gions. There are no trees along the 
eastern edge of the Labrador coast, 
Gwiag to the biting sea air. The is- 
lands of our northern coasts ara nal 
wooded and we have two trainguiar 
areas called the barrem lands, one to 


the sorthwest and the other td ‘the 
northwest of Hudson’s Bay, but the 
greater part of the Dominion ig wail 


wooded. 

In Ontario and Quebea the presence 
of certain trees is a pretty good indi- 
cation of climate, but in the west 
other factora, such as soil and mois- 
ture, affect the problem, and the same 
species does not always growl ‘under 
the same conditions. For example, in 
the south some species wiil seek the 
coolest ‘situations and in the north the 
warmest. The white cedar, balsam, 
white pine, tamarack, white spruce 
ani white virch choose the coolest 
places in the southero parts of On- 
tario, while farther north they seek 
the warmest, 

At one time ihere was a popular 
notion that the white pine had a very 
extensive northern range, but in real- 
ity it is comparatively soucherip in 
its distribution, being found oni in 
Ontario and Quabeq about as iar as 
the civide between James Bay and 
the southern slope. North of Lake 
Superior it has been destroyed by fire

We have anothe® prop in the’ habit 
of the Banksian pine, which requires 
fires to facilitate, if mot te continue 
its reproduction.
